successful campaign during the past 
year or two. e have succeeded in 
attracting the British immigrants to a 


greater degree than ever before. That 
was partly because of the changed 
conditions in Canada. There is an 


insistent demand for labor in eastern 


as well as Western Canada, and we /¢ 


used reasonable efforts to fill that de- 
mand. We advertised in Great Bri- 
tain; we employed agents and 
agencies in Great Britain; we paid a 
bonus to these booking agents in Great 
Britain and we got a large number of 
people Today we find that our 
efforte have been perhaps too suc- 
cessful, and this year, instead of the 
immigration automatically and of it- 
self’ ceasing or decreasing in the fall 
of the year, when labor has become 
overapundant in this country, we find 
that Woe stream of immigration is 
keeping up aithough the condition of 
the labor market in this country in 
the last few months has not been 
pood. The ordinary absence of de- 
mand for labor in the winter is now 
upon us. Under these circumstances 
it became necessary to take action to 
prevent any unfortunate conditions 
that might arise, and we have taken 
such action. We have notified the 
steamship conspanies and our agents 
in the old country that the market for 
labor at the present time in Canada 
is overstocked, and to advise people 
not to come to Canada during the 
winter, or if they come between now 
and spring, if they are not coming to 
friends or assured employment, that 
they should have with them money to 


support them until employment can 
be secured when spring opens. That 
is our policy and system in the old 
country, and I believe thet our 


effort in the past has been acceptable 
to the people of Canada as well as to 
the people of the old country, and we 
believe that the people of Canada 
and the people of the old country as 
well have sufficient good judgment to 
commend the efforts that we have 
made to bring people here when thre 
was a demand for them and to com- 
mend with equal readiness our action 
in advising immigrants net to come 
when there is not a demand for thom 

I beg to assure my hon. friend that 
we are keeping our eyes open; that 
we are keeping our finger on the pulse 
of immigration. and that it is just as 
much our interest to see that the de- 
mand is supplied as it is to see that 
the demand is not over-supplied. We 
are not able to achieve the impos- 
sible or to say that there would not at 
one time be too few or at another 
time too many people, but we are able 
to use reasonable endeavors to bing 
people into this country when neces- 
sary. and we are just as able to use 
means from hindering them from com- 
ing when their arrival is not «d-sir- 
able. 

Mr. Blain—May I ask the minister 
if the government has any special ar- 
rangement with the Salvation Anny 
with respect to inuigration? 
Salvation Army Project. 

Mr. Oliver—Yes, we have special ar- 
rangements with the Salvation Any. 
The Salvation Ammy is an organization 
different from any other in immigra- 
tion work from the fact that-it not 
only solicits immigrants, but it also 
eares for them on their arrival. ‘The 
proper distribution and care of im- 
migrants is just as important and as 
expensive as the soliciting of them, 
and in view of that part of the policy 


of the Salvation Army this govern- 
ment does give the Salvation Army 
special consideration, We contri- 


bute to the rental of ths army officers 
in the old country; we take a certain 
amount of advertisirig space in. the 
army papers and we make a small 
grant to aid the army in its work of 
distribution in Canada. That is the 
extent of our assistance to the army. 
Otherwise they stand on exactly the 
same focting as all other immigration 
agencies in the old country. have 
some further information on this eub- 
ject that I would like to give the 
House, and I would be glad, Mr. 
Speaker, if you would be kind enough 
to call it six o'clock. 

After recess Mr. Oliver continued: 
Mr. Cockshutt's Policy. 

When the House rose at six o'clock 
I was procieding to endeavor to 
gratify the desire of our hon. friends 
opposite, as expressed by the numer- 
ous questions they have put on the 
order paper from day to day, for fur- 
ther particulars in regard to the im- 
migation policy of the government 
Very shortly after I had the honor to 
become a member of this government 
the need of an active, may I say the 
need of a more active immigration 
policy so far as the province of On- 
tario is concerned, was brought to my 
attention. I became a member of 
the government on April the 7th or 
8th, 1905. and I notice amongst the 


correspondence of the department 
dated Ottawa, 9th of May, 1905, the 


following letter addressed to the Hon. 
‘William’ Ojiver, Minister of the In- 
terior, Ottawa: 

“IT am in receipt of the inclosed 
correspondence from the proprietor of 
the Employment 4:4  Intormation 
Bureau of Bran‘lerd, ia which he 
makes special + queit to me to en- 
deavor to forward to our city various 
classes of help that are at present 
urgently needed in that city and dis- 
trict, Would you oblige me by 
kindly noting the matter and advising 
ine at your earliest convenience as 
to what method, if any, we can pur- 
sue to attain the required ends. The 
letter, I believe, contains fairly cor- 
rect information, and Mr, Hall, the 
proprietor, furnishes several letters of 
reference as to his standing and 
ability to place the various classes of 
labor required, 

Hoping to receive an answer from 
you at an early date, or, if convenient 
to wait upon you in conntection with 
the matter, I beg to remain,

rienced consid rable difficulty in 


and girls. Help in all the various 
branches is scarce, and I have many 


applications for mechanics, moulders, | 


farm hands, servants, factory hands, 
&ec., &¢., which have remained  un- 
filled for the reason that laborers are 
not to be had. 

“At present, the call for men, es- 
pecially, is greater than we can corm 
mence to meet. We have openings 
every day, for which, had we but the 
available material, we could furnish 
nen with,”* 

Then he gives a list of the 
wanted and the rate of wages 
and he continues: 

“The abote is by no means an ex- 
haustive list. but will serve to give 
you a fair idea of the class of people 
we could accommodate.

“You will. npte the calls for 
help are many and — varied, 
and with our. present limited 


facilities, cannot be adequately ans- 
wered, But, could we fall back upon 
the immigration department, for help, 
we could not only supply the wants 
of many who now suffer inconveni- 
ence owing to vacancies which cannot 
be filled, but an avenue might be 
opened whereby we could aid a few 
of our less fortunate fellows and thus 
in a measure help to relieve the con- 
gestion of some of the overcrowded 
centres from whence come many of 
our immigrants. 

You will, I am agree with 
me that an immigrr igency would 
be a good thing in this city, Brantford, 
as you know, is a growing city, whose 
watchword is “forward,” and with 
the onrush of business and the ever- 
increasing prosperity of the citizens 
now here, the class of people required, 
as above enumerated, is lessened, and 
Toronto, the seat of the nearest im- 
migration office, being seventy-five 
miles distant, there is a wide radius 
ff country round Brantford, which 
could be better reached from here.

That is to say, on the 9th of May, 
1905, our friend endorsed a proposi- 
tion to empty the overcrowded tene- 
ments of iingland into the cities of 
Ontario, but on the 28th of November, 
1907, he declares that assisted immi- 
gration, excepting only the agricul- 
cural and domestic servant classes 
should immediately cease, and that

I am very 
glad to know that our friend from 
Brantford has seen the error of the 
position he took in 1905, and has be- 
some in this instance at any rate a 
straight supporter of the immigration 
policy of the government. 

In regard to what was the policy 
of the government at that time, I 
will read the reply of the superintend- 
ant of immigration, dated May 29, 
1905, to W. F. Cockshutt, Esq., M.P., 
House of Commons, Ottawa :— 

My office will not fai] to do what 
it can to make known the need that 
»xists at Brantford for various kinds 
of help, but I may tell you that the 
great majority of our immmigrante 
make up their mind before leaving 
Europe or the United States that they 
will go to the Northwest and settle on 
the farm lands offered by the gov- 
‘mnment there, or in the towne which | 
are sprmiging up as a consequence of 
the growth of the farming community 
in Western Canada, and that it is 
dificult to dissuade them from this 
intention and to avail themselves of | 
the openings in various employments | 
such as are referred to in the pres- 
ent correspondence, The immigration 
department of the province of Ontario 
might do something in the matter, 
and I think it would be well for the 
proprietor of the employment and in- 


formation bureau of Brantlord, to 
write as fully as he has written to 
you to Mr, Thomas Southworth, di- 


rector of Colonization, Toronto.
